FOREWORD 


One would like to feel that it is the increasing importance of the San 
Francisco Art Association Oil and Sculpture Annual that attracted the rec- 
ord-breaking entry of 950 paintings and sculptures for culling and selection 
by the Juries. Although this is true to a certain extent, there are other and 
possibly more important factors involved. 


The increase in the number and total value of the prizes has undoubtedly 
also had a contributing effect. The generosity of old and new donors to 
whom we are all indebted has certainly stimulated the competitive thinking 
of a great many artists. But neither is this the decisive factor. The main 
reason, in this writer’s opinion, is simply that there are a lot more painters 
and sculptors than ever before. For this, and to enjoy an ironic twist of 
history, we must thank the 79th and 80th Congresses in Washington, which 
were almost hysterically suspicious of art on any level above that of a 
Saturday Evening Post cover. It was certainly far from the intention of the 
War and Reconversion Congresses to give American art a stimulus almost 
as powerful as the WPA of the 1930’s. But such was the case. 


In the framing and implementation of the G.I. Bill of Rights, the way 
was cleared for veterans to enroll in certified schools of their own choosing, 
with tuition, expenses, and a minimum subsistence paid by the government. 
Upon release from the armed forces, thousands of young veterans, in reac- 
tion to the destructive drives of war, turned to the creative opportunities 
in art, and schools all over the country reported bulging classes and a 
heartening, purposeful seriousness that warmed the hearts of the instructors. 
Although no statistics are available to substantiate the claim, we believe 
that a remarkably high fraction of the total entries was made by ex-serv- 
icemen and women who had benefited from the provisions of the G.I. Bill. 
Their youthful ideas and élan are notable additions, although upon looking 
around the walls one may dcubt that members of Congress had envisioned 
this exhibition when they passed the Bill. 

One of the great surprises of this exhibition is the excellent sculpture 
section which, after years of exhibiting at most a score of pieces, this time 
offers 45 chosen from 140 entries, a record total. We can hope that if a 
trend must be found it will be the increasing vitality of the sculpture section 
in the years ahead. 


The painting division of the present exhibition can hardly be reviewed 
objectively by this writer who was one of the five jurors that selected the 
105 paintings out of 810 submitted. He is one of its parents, proud of his 
child, positive of its virtues, and reconciled, if not blind, to its faults. If this 
child is not as tall as the last one, it is perhaps sturdier of limb and wind;

if its voice is not as loud as another, it is perhaps truer; if it is not the ardent 
champion of one point of view, it is perhaps a more accurate reporter of 
current events. The writer is sure of San Francisco’s interest and pride in |
